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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's arguments against the 
references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 
375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In response to applicant's argument that VandeWalker did not specifically mention PID control for subsequent 
batches, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the 
primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is 
what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 
208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner 
recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed 
invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1 071 , 5 USPQ2d 1 596 (Fed. Cir. 1 988)and In re Jones, 958 
F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, VandeWalker is directed to a method of popping corn in frying oil without the 
use of PID control, while Cartwright et al is directed to a method for controlling food frying by use of PID control. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to incorporate the PID control of Cartwright et al into the invention of VandeWalker after initial 
start-up since both are directed to methods of cooking food in a kettle with oil, since VandeWalker already required a means for 
maintaining the kettle temperature after start-up (colunn 5, lines 47-67), since Cartwright et al teach that conventional heating controls, 
such as those used by VandeWalker, were quite effective for initial start-up but tended to include the problem of temperature over-shoot 
(column 1, line 65), and since Cartwright et al teach that PID control was more accurate and repeatable than previous temperature 
controls (column 2, line 25). Furthermore, PID control was well known in the art and it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to simply modify the conventional heating method of VandeWalker with the PID control of Cartwright et al since both were common 
means of controlling heaters in food heating operations, and since Cartwright et al teach that conventional heater controls, suchas that of 
VandeWalker, were quite effective for quickly raising the oil temperature such as at start-up, but that the conevntoonal control had the 
problem of temperature overshoot (column 1, line 61). Therefore, one of ordinary skill in the art would have had ample motivation to apply 
the PID control of Cartwright et al to the method of VandeWalker after intial start-up temperatures had been reached via the convention al 
heating control of VandeWalker since this would have reduced the waiting time for the customer to receive the initial batch. 
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
